“© The Addrefs to his Majefty was firfl.moved at a Meeting 
of the Managers of the Merchants Houfe, by fome: gentlemen 
who thought that the prefent ftate of public affairs called for the 
attention of the people. It was oppofed by a gentleman high 
in office, by much an over-match for them in the’ art.of,mana- 
ging a popular meeting. With the affiftance.. of, no more 
than one or two individuals, whofe private fentimenrs , were a- 
gain the meafure, he acted with fuch dexterity, firft in the 
Merchants Houfe, and afterwards in the Town Council, that, 
tho’ he dared not venture the dire@ queftion, Addrefs or nat? 
yet, by the ufe made of his influence with fome, and the irre- 
folution or exceflive cantién’ of others, he carried it on the 
previous queftion, in both places, De/ay for the prefent. 
“© The Gentlemen who firft moved in the butinefs then pu- 
blifhed an advertifement in their own name, calling a meeting 
of the Merchants, ‘Traders, Manufactarers, and other inha- ‘ 
bitants.

** Soon after twelve o’clock, Mr Ritchie was called to the 
chair. It feemed ro be expected that the Magillrates would 
be prefent; and bufinefs was delayed, till i was learned that 
a meeting of the Council, with fome other Genlemen of the. 
‘own, had-been called at half-paft-eleven, and was. not-then 
Whether this Meeting had been called at fo-critical 
an hour, to form a plan of oppolition, or to. keep fufpetted 
members out of the way, is not generally known’; but the 
confequence was, that only a few of the moft iturdy opponents 
of the propofed meafure made their appearance. 
*¢ The Chairman having called on the gentlemen who figned 
the advertifement, to explain the purpofes of the Meeting, Mr 
Henderfon, in a few words, {tated the prefent-firuation of pu- 
blic affairs, urged the propriety of addrefles from the people on 
fuch alarming occafions, and informed, that it was for this 
purpofe the Meeting *.ad been called, as notified‘in the adver- 
tifement ; and that he had in his hand an addtefs prepared by 
the Gentlemen who had taken the lead in’ this bufinefs, to / 
which he referred, as exprefling his own and their fentiments, 
and moved, that the fame be now read, for the corfideration of 
the Meeting. 
‘* It now appeared that both parties were ignorant of the 
number of their friends among the citizens. The movers, 
feeming afraid of a baffle, procecded with great moderation, 
‘The oppofition, confident in their fuppofed ftrength, attempted, 
when the addrefs was propofed to be read, ‘to feout it witha 
hifs,—the firft ever heard at a Glafgow Meeting. Bat the ge- 
neral fentiments being foon difcovered, the Addrefs was per- 
mitted to be quietly read, purporting an affurance of loyalty to 
his Majefty’s perfon, and attachment to the Conftitution, with 
a firm refolution to fupport and defend it, in all its branches, as 
eltablithed at the Revolution.
